London, Feb. 16.—President Wil- 


son's note to the peace conference on 
the Adriatic question has furnished 
London political and newspaper cir- 
cles with a s>uipriie and interest sur- 
passing that evoked by the Wilson- 
Lansing correspondence. 


The Lansing incident was regarded 


as an American family affair toward 
which foreigners should be merely 
disinterested spectators. 
The Presi- 


dent's appearance of a determined 
party Jn the peace negotiations was 
construed as almost as threatening as 
his order for the George Washington 
to be prepared to take him home from 
France.

Misunderstandings Again Rita 


The-rgeneral spirit of the conference, 


shown in the results of its first .weejt 
London sessions seems to be conci- 
liatory and to tend toward compro- 
mises. The same spirit may animate 
its correspondence with Washington. 


The shifting of the conference from 


Paris to London sees a revival of the 
former misunderstanding between <be 
British and French over newspape- 
questions. While the meetings were in 
Paris there were constant charges 
that the French papers knew more of 
the conference secrets than the other 
allies and that the Paris press made- 
a strong c-mpaign for French inter- 
ests supported by superior knowledge 
of -what was going on. 


The London meeting began with the 


customary agreement of the confer- 
ence that secrecy be observed and that 
the newspapers be given a daily offi- 
cial report only. The French corres- 
ondents in London have had the first 
news of all the imortant decisions thus 
far while the British obtained only 
guarded and vague official bulletins. 
The other allies can naturally look to- 
ward the French delegation 
as the 


source of the leakages to the French 
papers.

place that Germany declares herself 
unable to carry out the obligation im- 
posed on her by Article 228 to 230, 
which she signed. 
They reserve to 


themselves the power to employ in 
such measure and as they may judge 
suitable the right accorded to them 
in this event by the treaty. 


"The allies note, however, the Ger- 


man government's declaration that 
they are prepared to open before the 
court at Leipsic penal 
proceedings 


without delay, surrounded by the most 
complete guarantees and not affected 
by the application of all judgment, 
procedure or previous decision ot -Ger- 
matv civil or military tribunals before 
the'supreme court'at Leipsic, against 
all Germans whose extradition the al- 
lied and associated powers have the 
intention to demand. 


'TThe prosecution which the Ger- 


man government itself proposes Im- 
mediately to institute in this manner 
is compatible with Article 228 of the 
peace treaty and is expressly provided 
for at the end of its first paragraph. 


"Faithful to the letter and spirit of 


the treaty, the allies will abstain from 
intervention In any way in the proced- 
ure of the prosecution and the ver- 
dict in order to leave to the German 
government complete and entire re- 
sponsibility. They reserve to them- 
selves the right to decide by the re- 
sult as to the good faith of Germany, 
the recognition by her of the crime 
she has committed and her sincere de- 
sire to associate herself with their 
punishment.

FOR GERMAN SHIPS 


Offer of $14,050,000 Is Made 


For Nine Craft Including the 


Famous Leviathan 


Washington, Feb. 16. — While con- 


troversy over the proposed sale of 30 
former German liners occupied to'lay

WOULD ABOLISH FARMS 
MARKETS 


Legislation to Reestablish State) 


Agriculture Department Will 


Be Introduced 


(The 
Associated Press) 
' 


Albany, Feb. 15—Legislation aimed 


at the obolltlon of the State De- 
partment of Farms and Markets and 
the re-establishment of a State De- 
partment of Agriculture under a 
single-headed commission will be In- 
troduced In the Legislature this week 
by Minority Ix-ader Chnrles D. Dono- 
hue of the Assembly. Other events 
expected this week will include the 
Introduction by Democratic members 
ot bills designed to carry out the 
recommendations of Jeremiah K. Con* 
nor, Moreland Act commissioner who 
has been investigating the State In- 
dustrial 
Commission. When these 


measures are before the Legislature 
virtually all the recommendations of 
Governor Smith will have been sub- 
mitted for consideration. 


The Governor has urged that the 


Department of Farms and'Markets be 
abolished, 
in accordance with the 


recommendations of George Gordon 
Battle, who, as a Moreland Act com- 
missioner, conducted an investigation 
of that branch of the State service. 
Mr. Battle reported that the Farms 
and Markets Department, as admin- 
istered by the Council of Farms and 
Markets, was not a workable plan for 
the enforcement of the agricultural 
and food laws that it was sought to 
bring together under the jurisdiction 
of the department. He declared that 
the department bad failed to function 
properly and that the Council had 
proved more ot a retarding than an 
accelerating force. He recommended 
that a separate Department of Agri- 
culture be re-created and that there 
also be established a new Department 
of Markets and Storage, the former 
to be identified more Intimately with 
the State's agricultural interests and 
the latter with those of the consumer. 
The Governor also has requested the 
Council to remove from office Charles 
8. Wilson, commissioner of the Di- 
vision of Agriculture, and Dr. Eugene 
H. Porter, commissioner of the Di- 
vision ot Foods and Markets, but the 
Council has not complied with the 
request 


Majority Leader 3. Henry Walters 


of the Senate announced tenlgbt that 
whatever legislation may be enacted 
to regulate the production and dis- 
tribution of milk, the bill introduced 
by Senator George F. Thompson. Re- 
publican, of Niagara, and Assembly- 
man Maurice Bloch, Democrat, of New 
York, designed to provide for the ap- 
pointment of a Fair Price Commis- 
sion, would not be passed.

If three commissioners should 
have absolute authority over every 
quart of milk in the State it would, 
place the Industry in the grip of men1 
with power to dictate the price the 
dairyman is to receive and to order 
whether the milk shall be manufac- 
tured into butter, cheese or any other 
dairy product. In tact, it puts the bus! 
ness arbitrarily into the hands of the 
commission, and the drastic provision: 
of the bill almost suggest confisca- 
tion." 


Senator Walters held also that np 


milk was an article of inter-state com- 
merce It would be doubtful It the 
State, or the proposed commission, 
would hate any authority to flx the 
price or regulate the transportation of 
the large quantities ot milk that come 
from other states to New York. 


"It would be an aggravated out- 


rage against farming and dairy inter- 
ests." he said, "to regulate New York 
state products' to the advantage of j 
other states. There Is no doubt that 
the price may be somewhat reduced, 
but it is distinctly a problem of dis- 
tribution.

"Slxtr-fire per cent of all Ores in 


.town and country daring 1917 were 
in dwelling houses and included 28.5 
p«r cent of the total fire loss In the 
United State*, according to a report 
of toe National Board of Fire Under- 
writers. IB actual numbers there 
were 232,021 dwelling-bouse fires re- 
sulting in the loss of $66,168,420. 


"The greatest IMS from these fires 


occurred in the smaller towns and 
on the farms because of the lack of 
fire fighting facilities. 


"Fireproof buildings can be erect- 


ed In. cities, but in the country wood 
is the best known and most econom- 
ical structural material and when 
properly protected results in a build- 
ing in which fire finds it bard to gain 
headway. 


"Some buildings catch afire from 


near-by structure* which may be 
burning either from flaming brands 
or direct flames. 


"A frame house can be protected 


with a Portland cement stucco on 
metal lath which win protect the 
wood from even charring for more 
than* an hour. This has been tested 
out in laboratories repeatedly. 


"But the greater need is for the. 


protection against fire starting inside 
the building. 
While, of course, 


metal lath over the whole structure 
weuld be wise, yet if the six vulner- 
able points Inside a bouse are pro* 
tected by metal lath and bard plas- 
ter there is cemparatiTely little dan- 
ger of fire. 


"These places are: the inside of 


alt exterior frame walls; all bearing 
partitions; basement ceilings, espe- 
cially over heating places and fuel 
bins; under and around stairs; la- 
side of closets and around flues and 
chimney breasts," says Mr. Wharton 
Clay, secretary of the Metal Lath 
association, Chicago. 


"When any man is building a home, 


If he has his attention called to these 
points at the right time, there would 
be very few fires. As a rule he has 
figured everything else except nil 
fire protection. 


"He takes a builder's risk and puts 


his insurance on the building, but he 
neglects to put metal lath where the 
danger lies. We have so many In- 
quiries on this subject that we hare 
the whole story in a booklet which 
we will be glad to furnish anybody 
who contemplates building. Fire pro- 
tection is simple and inexpensive. 
The point is that yon must think of 
It at the right time, before the house 
Is plastered."

Tokyo.—A co-operative orpnnlwitlon 


of capital and labor which would not 
Ignore human Instincts and feeling* 
should be established throughout the 
world, In the opinion of Mrs. Ko-ko 
Tanaka, woman adviser to the Japan- 
ese delegation In the International la- 
bor conference at Washington. 


Contribut'ng her views on the labor 


question to .Tciianese_woman's mag- 
azine, Mrs. Tannka says that If such 
a system were liitroduced the laborer 
would be emancipated from the posi- 
tion of a wage earnrr and would em- 
ploy his energy with hope and zeal. 
She continues: 


"This no mere paper argument. 


Such a system actually 1s practiced In 
a ticket manufactory at Tokyo. It Is 
a small factory with less than fifty 
hands. The owner leaves the nlanage- 
ment entirely to his employees. The 
profits are divided equally between 
owner and employees. The experiment 
has stood the test of several years 
and It could be applied to any fac- 
tory on a much larger scale." 


"Ton probably would fet us alone 


and go home, If your officers would let 
yon. 
But they do not Intend to let 


you do so. Tou are under their orders, 
and they are under the orders of "high- 
er Gps," and those nre under the orders 
of "still higher ups," etc. At the top 
of the whole pile are the wealthy 
capitalists who want to get their 
greedy bands upon the mines and 
factories, railways, etc., of Busste.

form of a new set of translations by 
Dr. Stephen Herbert Lnngdon, 


Doctor Langdon is now professor of 


Assyrlolopy at Oxford university, Eng- 
land. He was for three years curator 
of the Babylonian section at the uni- 
versity museum, and while there stud- 
led and translated thousands of an- 
cient clay tablets from the ruins of 
Nippur, in ancient Babylonia. 


"Noah Ate the Apple." 


The new hook is the fourth In a 


series depicting the religious life of 
the Sumerlnns, a mysterious race, the 
origin of which Is unknown, which was 
finally swallowed up by the later Sem- 
ItlcR. According to one of the flood sto- 
ries In the collection Noah ate the 
forbidden fruit after he had been 
saved from the deluge. 


This salvation tvns accomplished, ac- 


cording to the Sumerlan version, by a 
woman deity. There Is no mention Of 
any Eve In the story. 
Clay tablet* 


from which this nnd other stories are 
taken are said to be at least one thou- 
sand years older than Babylonian tab- 
lets. 


14,000 Year* Before Christ. 


After the Sumcrlans had been ex- 


tinguished In their political power, ac- 
cording to Doctor Langdon the Baby- 
lonians retained the language for ec- 
clesiastical purposes for many centn- 
rles, just as Latin Is now used In the 
Roman Catholic church. 


The Sumerlan records at the univer- 


sity provide an apparent history of 
mankind back to 14.000 years before 
Christ, but this Is not considered ab- 
solutely authentic, because many of 
the reigns of kings are collateral. The 
Snmertans believed that tbe patri- 
archs, corresponding to those of the 
Old Testament, ruled before the flood 
for 300,000 years. According to their 
story It was 35,000 years after the del- 
nge when Cyrus of Persia conquered 
Babylonia.
